Ail the cc.:.r.tan(I Gaiters aud the 
mem bers oi the company iu general 
accepted fully the story related 
by 
Private Depreiiu Sunday night, ann 
really believed that the prowlers were 
about the vault with no good purpose. 
Monday only one cl the command of­ 
fice! a adhered to the belie! that an 
attem pt had been made upon the sen 
I.nel tor ghoulish purposes. 
He said: 
*'lt was the real thing. 
It was prompt­ 
ed by the pure cussedness ot stone 
people, who tnought to bring reproach 
upon the nation by doing damage to 
the resting place oi the dead presi- 
ueut.” 


T hin k He Acted In Good Faith. 


All the men who were seen 
ex 
tressed the belie! that Private be- 
prend acted in good laith, and that he 
related only wnat he believed to be 
the real facts. 
With the captain and 
others he w ent over the details of tile 
whole affair at h a s t a dozen times, 
aud, it is said, he did not vary in a 
matter ut importance. 
Particular in­ 
quiry was made as to his sobriety at 
the time, and it is said that it is es­ 
tablished beyond all reasonable doubt 
that he hail lift been drinking and 
that he was in his normal condition. 
rlh e most comm on belion is that the 
sentinel 
w as 
overwrought 
by 
the 
loneliness of his position; that 
his 
r e iv e s were overtaxed, aud that im­ 
agination contributed som e of the de­ 
tails related in good faith. 
The post 
was regarded by all as particularly 
isolated and depressing to the man 
guarding it at night, and it is under­ 
stood that more sentinels will be sta 
t.oned at the point in the future. 
Captain Biddle thanked the report­ 
ers for what he called the lair manner 
in which the incident had been 
de­ 
scribed in the morning papers Mon­ 
day, saying that 
they 
gave a full 
statem ent of facts, so far as revealed 
Sunday night. He w as fully convinced 
Sunday night of the story as related, 
hut 
after 
investigation, entertained 
doubts, not of toe sincerity of Private 
Deprend, but as to the correctness of 
the conclusions. 
Captain Biddie au­ 
thorized this statem ent: 
“I think the sentinel deceived him 
self as tq the occurrence.
